Commerolal Vehiole Parking 


As mentioned In previous editions of tho Newsletter, we are endeavouring 
to persuade the Developers to move the Vehiole Park at the junction of - 
the Perimeter Road and Oatlands Avenue, used at present by the sub¬ 
contractors Jacksons, 

We axe advised that this site has been alliJcated to Jacksons until 
building has been completed on the Phases at the top of the hill. As 
this would appear to be fairly long term in the present economic climate, 
we have suggested that the Vehicle Park could be sited further up the 
Perimeter Road where it would be less conspicuous and the verge could 
then be tidied up and seeded. 

In the meantiae however, it isobservcd that Residents with Commercial 
Vehicles are now starting to use this allocated space and it would be 
appreciated if those concerned could park there vehicles in the Industrial 
Area please, so as not to aggravate those Residents who overlook the site.

Out of doors • 

Try starting a weather station, by:- 

1 • Finding a way of measuring the rainfall every* day(a transparent 
container is best and it.needs marking in centimetres from the bottom) 

2. Check up on the weather manwatch the weather forecast every 
night and see if they are ever right. You will probably need to write 
the forecast down each day and check with the real weather. 

3. Which way is the wind blowing? Does it often blow from the same 
direction? You could malce a simple weather vane and keep a record. 

Indoors - Growing things 

You can grow things quickly indoors, if you keep them warm and water 
them every day. Try Mustard and Cress, Beans, Sunflower Seeds, Apple 
or Orange Pips, Acorns or Conkers. You can grow Carrot or Parsnip ' 
tops as well, ask your Mum for these - Sunday is a good day and put them 
inu^ saucer wf water. ^ 

If the bulbs in your garden are beginning to grow, ask if-you ra^ 
carefully dig up 1 or 2 and plant them in a pat for your bedroom. 

Watch to see if they grow more quickly indoors. 

If you go out for a walk in the country pick a few twigs from a bush 
or tree, put them in water and look at them each day for a week. You 
may get a surjrisel '

shrubs. Gv/eet Peas and culinary poas can be planted now in boxes 
pots. It is advisable to soak the seeds in cold water for tibout 4 hours 
before sowing. Tlie Plants only neckl' protection in novwre v/oatiior. 

Parsnips cind broad Pocins can also be planted now, if they hnvo not been 
already, and now is the time to prepare seed beds.
